Tho Find- 
lay mine, at Independence, Colo., em- 
ployed nonunion men. Tho plan, Or- 
chard says, was to kill off two shifts 
at once by blowing up the railroad sta- 
tion as one shift was going to work 
and another leaving. Two o'clock in 
the morning was the hour selected. 
Orchard says that this crime was 
"framed up" in Haywood's room m 
Denver. 
Haywood made his 
"get- 


away" by inducing a 
saloonkeeper 


named Neville to burn down his sa- 
loon, get the insurance money, and 
then to travel north through the moun- 
tains. On tho first night out, Orchard 
.retendod to have forgotten his gun, 
and rodo back in the night with the 
ostensible purpose of getting it. 
At 


that time he says he laid the mine 
which tore 13 men limb from limb and 
crippled six more for life. 


Judge Goddard's Escape. 


The "confession" contained accounts 


of efforts made to "get" two judges. 
In one instance Orchard says he had 
planted a bomb just outside the gate 
before Judge Goddard's house, burled 
six inches below the surface, on the 
outside of the gate post, covered with 
a piece of sacking, aud attached to a 
fine wire connected with a small bottle 
of acid, which lay above a heap of 
potash and sugar, deftly placed over 
the explosive. The little wire from tho 
bomb came just above.the surface and 
a fishhook was fastened .to the end ot

Murder of Steunenberg.

suspicion toward the Western Federa- 
tion of Mineis. James McPartland, su- 
penntenden't of the western branch of 
the Pinkerton service, with his office 
In Denver, took up the case.

days after the murder McPartland ar- 
rested Harry Orchard, in whose room 
in a hotel in Caldwell was found a sus- 
picious white powder and some letters. 
In his trunk in the railroad station, it 
is claimed, were found materials for 
making bombs, a cipher code, and let- 
tors from several Federation officials, 
containing instructions and advice. 


How "Confession" Was 'Got. 


McPartland set about obtaining a 


confession from Orchard. He worked 
on his nerves by placing him in soli- 
tary confinement with silent attend- 
ants. At the end of a week McPart- 
land appeared, sowed the seed of dls 
trust in Orchard's mind, and left him 
to ruminate over what he believed to 
be the treason of his instigators. Me 
Partland did not come back for days 
By that time Orchard was ready to 
talk. It took five days' steady writing 
to take down his "confession."

Orchard tells of many things. He con- 
fessed lo the blowing up of the Inde- 
lenclenco railroad station. The Find- 
ay mine, at Independence, Colo., em- 
tloyod nonunion men. The plan, Or- 
chard says, was to kill off two shifts 
at once by blowing up the railroad sta- 
.ion as one shift was going to work 
mil another leaving. Two o'clock in 
.he moinmg was the hour selected. 
Orchard says that this crime was 
'framed up" in Haywood's room in 
Denver. 
Haywood made his 
"get- 


away" by Inducing a saloonkeeper 
named Neville to burn down his sa- 
oon, get the insurance money, and 
then to travel north through the moun- 
tains. On the first night out, Orchard 
pretended to have forgotten his gun, 
and rode back in the night with the 
ostensible purpose of getting it. At 
that time he says he laid the mine 
which tore 13 men limb from limb and 
crippled six more for life. 


Judge Goddard's Escape. 


The "confession" contained accounts 


of efforts made to "get" two judges. 
In. one instance Orchard says he had 
planted a bomb just outside the gate 
before Judge Goddard's house, burled 
six inches below the surface, on. the 
outside of tho gate post, covered with 
a piece of sacking, and attached to a 
fine wire connected with a small bottle 
of acid, which lay above a heap of 
potash and sugar, deftly placed over 
the explosive. The little wire from the 
bomb came just above the surface and 
a fishhook was fastened to the end of 
it. A screw eye was driven into the 
gate and a piece of iron wire was at- 
tached to it. When the two wires were 
connected the slightest opening of the 
gate would explode the bomb. 
But 


Judge Goddard, said Orchard, constant- 
ly failed to come when he was expect- 
ed, and the "job" was forced to wait 
until Orchard should finish some other 
work he had on hand. The time never 
came when Orchard was able to set 
the mine.

The ticket, by the way, was second- 
class, I found; and later learned that 
It Is thus that all missionaries travel 
in Japan. 


The Simple Life in Japan. 


In the light of what I see hero In 


l^aruUawa, the many tales I have heard 


tion at the outset, since it is the ,con- j 
slant specter at every missionary fam- 
ily board, Is the enforced separation 
of parents from children. This strikes 
down to the deeps of human 
nature. 


The breaking of these ties that are as 
old as the race, and stronger than 
death, Is the ever-rec-.irrlng tragedy of 
missionary life. Children must be ed- 
ucated in the homeland; It seems im- 
possible to raise a good American in 
an Asiatic atmosphere. Even In earli- 
est years the children Imbibe with the 
native tongue moie knowledge of evil 
than comes to .the normal boy and girl 
at home in 20 years. As they approach 
or enter their teens missionaries' chil- 
dren must 
be surrendered, and fre- 


quently they are not seen again by 
their parents until they have attained 
manhood or womanhood. Tragic tales 
are told of children who do not recog- 
nize their own parents and of parents 
•who do not recognize their own chil- 
dren, after theso 
Ions 
separations. 


This appears to me to be the worst of 
all the hardships that come to these 
iincnniplalnlni; missionaries. 


While on the domestic aspect of the 


misslotiarv's life, it Is worth recording 
that Hi" second generation 
may fre- 


quently be found on the field. I have 
met several instances of It here.

This 
s not quite so luxurious as it sounds, 


I for servants are plentiful and cheap 
I here. Housekeeping in Japan does 
I not entail the domestic drudgery com- 
I mon In tho west, and altogether life is 
I smoother and more comfortable. Al 
1 ready it has been made plain that the 
I commonly entertained notion concern' 
j Ing the hardships of missionary life, in 
[Japan, at least, is erroneous. This Is

Critical Days In Japan. 


If they cannot preach the mission- 


aries can think. 
They have to do so 


If they are to work here. Japan is 
not big enough to hold that type of 
small man who is inhospitable to new 
ideas. 
Confidentially, I understand 


that this is the reason why not a 
few men who felt themselves called 
to be missionaries have been recalled 
by the boards after a few years on 
the field. The religious problems of 
Japan are tremendous; just now they 
are acute. There is nothing like them 
in America, nor are they at all under- 
stood there. Christianity in Japan is 
passing' through, an epoch that is also 
a crisis. 


It must now suffice to say that liv- 


ing face to face with a great and 
vital question, 
which has had no 


parallel in missionary history, and ia 
bound itself to uecome a precedent for 
other nations, has made serious mind- 
ed statesmen ot many of these mis- 
sionaries. 
They have not time to 


quibble over details that vex many 
American ministers, and, in conse- 
quence, Christian union in-Japan is 
far ahead of the same movement any- 
where else in the world; and the mis- 
sionaries are more catholic, cosmo- 
politan and large-visloned than any 
similar body of clergyman of -whom I 
have knowledge. 
Roosevelt and Bryan as Missionaries. 


As illustrative of their broad views 


of the situation take their sentiments 
concerning Mr. William J. Bryan, 
whose recent visit is a vivid memory 
with the nation. 
The Japanese fell 


in love with Mr. Bryan because of his 
smile and suavity; good manners go 
farther than a private car in this 
land. 
The missionaries, without re- 


pect to creed or party, are enthusi- 
astic over the religious influence of 
Mr. Bryan's tour of Japan; every- 
where he committted himself unequi- 
vocally to the Christian position, and 
his addresses and printed comments 
on missions were published in native 
newspapers throughout the empire, as 


terested to find many evidences like 
this of tho gifts by missionaries to 
their own work. I have met at least 
one wealthy man who supports him- 
self and contributes to his 
mission 


besides. 
Another prominent mission- 


ary is maintained, and the expenses 
of his work are imid by his brother, 
a -well-known American manufacturer. 


Facinrj the Facts. 


Most of the missionaries here are 


Americans and Canadians, and it is 
gratifying to flnd that they seem still 
to retain their level-headedness. They 
are not fanatics. 
Their attitude 
is 


one oE a sober confronting of "the 
things as they are." They 'suffer no 
delusions concerning their work 
or 


concerning the Japanese. To cite an 
illustration: 
The day of my arrival, 


a young Ohioan (the persistence of 
American provincialisms and dialects 
over here, even among 
men 
who 


speak Japanese like natives, is inter- 
esting to an observer), a total strang- 
er, helped me out of a linguistic snari 
at the post office. 
Then he crosseti 


the street with me and 
smilingly, 


since you must always bargain with 
a smile in this polite land, helped 
me make a purchase 25 per cent 
cheaper 
than the 
native's 
asking 


price. The duplicity and guilefulness 
of the Japanesa tradesman are an 
open book to these missionaries who 
while intensely loyal to the Japanese 
are not blind to certain graver na 
tional shortcomings. The varied dif 
ficulties which beset their own work 
are frankly recognized; not ail mis 
sionary meetings hear reports as tern 
perate and discriminating as 
an

Big Crowd Fills British House to Wit- 


ness Introduction by Chief Secre- 


tary Birrell. 


London. — The Irish bill was In- 


troduced in the iiouso of commons 
Tuesday by the chief secretary for 
Ireland, Mr. Birrell. 
The introduc- 


tion of tills measure had been antici- 
pated with the keenest interest, as It 
presents in a new form tho long-drawn- 
out struggle of Ii eland for self-gov- 
ernment. In anticipation of the event 
tlio house of commons was crowded, 
tlie lobbies and galleries being filled 
with tho conspicuous figures In the 
Irish movement. 
The bill had been 


drafted by Mr, Bin-ell, who succeeded 
Mr Dryce, on tho latter's recent ap- 
pointment as ambassador at Washing- 
ton and to some extent followed the 
lines ot the measure which Mr. Brycc 
had tentatively framed for Ii eland. 


Prior to the appeal anco of the meas- 


ure it was popularly termed a "devo- 
tion bill," but to-day its adv.oeates re- 
fer to it as the "Irish council bill," 
owing lo its creation of a council to 
lake over a number of tho adminis- 
trative features of Irish rule. Hut to 
Ireland and the general public the bill 
is tho "Irish bill," with home rule pre- 
sented in such new and modified form 
as to enlist the support of the elo 
ments hitherto hostile. 


Mr. Bin-oil's explanation of the new 


bill was received with deep interest 
and unwavering attention. 
Its terms 


had been kept secret except to a few 
of the foremost Irish leaders, so that 
all alike were on the tiptoe of ex- 
pectancy in regard to the measure. 


The bill does not give 
complete 


home rule, nor has it been the purpose 
of the government to grant Ireland 
complete self rule at n single stroke. 
On the contrary, as Mr. Birroll ex- 
plained, tho government's measure is 
but a stepping-stone; it Is at least 
some measure of self rule for Ireland 
over Irish affairs, and this much ac- 
complished it gives some promise of 
the ultimate realization of complete 
home rule. 
It remains to be seen 


whether Ireland and the Irish leaders 
will accept the measure as a sufficient 
realisation of their hopes for home 
rule.

that was rotting where it was grown 
could all have bnou sold nt tho rn- 
mnueratlve prices nudor methods of 
bettnr distribution, and the hungry 
public would have taken It all if it 
could have been placed befoio them 
In a marketable condition. 


Out of this grew tho organization 


of Sales Companies, sometimes com- 
posed of middle men and sometimes 
composed of tho growers themselves. 
Under tlioir bettor system of distribu- 
tion the fruit industry revived and 
has usually bonu uindo a permanent 
success. 
When tho distributing or- 


ganisiation was composed ot middle 
men, who after boonmo morn specula 
tors, their aim, of course, wni to got 
tholr frnit from tho growers at tho 
leats possible cost, and to dipsosa of 
it to tho consumers at tho highest 
possible price. 
They often failed lu 


their speculations, and great irregu- 
larities and confusion in prices and 
distribution resulted 


The most successful cla»i of Snlus 


Companies linn been composed mainly 
of growers. 
They were In tho bus- 


iness to stay; they realuod that their 
permanent success conld bo scoured 
only by giving satisfaction to thocou- 


formation of Sales 
Companies. 
It 


certainly ia not because they aro in- 
ferior to them in intelligence, not 
because thoy have been kept apart bv 
the spirit of rivalry, suspicion aud 
distrust of each other. 
It lias per- 


haps boon due largely to the fact of 
the superior keeping quality of their
